Tie vote blocks 
Pelham rezoning

A rezoning bid that 
would have allowed a rural 
Pelham couple to repair 
farm vehicles on their prop¬ 
erty at Webber Rd. has been 
rejected by town council. 

John and Sue Campbell 
requested rezoning of agri¬ 
cultural property at 275 
Church St. at for the repair 
of farm vehicles, tractors, 
horse trailers, hay wagons 
and similar agricultural 
equipment. The work would 
be done in a barn on the 
property. 

defeated the rezoning 
request in a general com¬ 
mittee meeting of council. 

Councillors debated 
about trust in applicants to 
stay within limitations of a 
zoning, the permanency of 
the rezoning and farmers' 
desires to add value to work 
on their farms. 

Rybiak said neighbours 
fear the work will go beyond 
farm vehicles. 

“You have to assume the 
person applying will comply 
with the bylaws,” acting 
chief administrative officer 
Craig Larmour said about 
trusting an applicant not to 


work on non-farm vehicles. 

Investigation is based on 
complaints. Bylaw enforce¬ 
ment officers don’t go 
around checking for farm 
licence plates, he said.

“If we can’t act in good 
faith, what can we do?” he 
said. 

Durley said farmers are 
always looking for ways to

“The words 'value added' 
keep coming up," he said. 
“They are looking for ways 
to add value to keep them in 
agricultural so they can pay 
the bills and their taxes.” 

Mayor Dave Augustyn, 
and Ward 1 Couns. Larry 
Clark and Richard Rybiak 
voted against rezoning. 
Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi 
and Ward 3 Couns. John 
Durley and Peter Papp sup¬ 
ported the Campbells. Ward 
2 Coun. Catherine King was 
absent. 

The rezoning could be 
raised again when the report 
of the general committee 
goes to the next regular 
council meeting on June 4.

PELHAM — The town 
rolled out the red carpet 
Saturday night for the fourth 
annual Pelham Mayor’s Gala. 

With the theme of old 
Hollywood glamour, the sold- 
out event drew 180 people to 
Lookout Point Country Club 
to support a number of area 

“Everyone was very much 
into the theme, really dress¬ 
ing up,” said Mayor Dave 
Augustyn, who was dressed to 
the nines with a top hat, cane 
and tux with tails. 

The evening was a great 
success, he said, with the 
fundraising total surpassing 
expectations. The gala raised 
more than $35,000, a signifi¬ 
cant increase over last year’s 
$27,000 total. 

“It’s just amazing to reach 
that much,” Augustyn said. 

A little more than half the 
funds raised Saturday will 
support the establishment of 
a Pelham Community Fund 
with the Niagara Community 
Foundation, which will create 
sustainable funding for local 
charities. 

The remaining funds will 
help buy camping equipment 
for the 1st North Pelham 
Sparks, Brownies and Guides; 
support continued efforts 
of the Horse Alternative 
Therapeutic Services (HATS) 


program, which provides 
equine therapy for people 
with mental and physical 
disabilities; the purchase 
of equipment for Project 
Lifesaver Niagara, an organi¬ 
zation that searches for lost 


individuals with Alzheimer’s 
disease, autism or any other 
special requirements; and will 
provide one week of art camp 
for 15 youths through In The 
Orchard.

Summer risky 
time in workplace 

Z\ $60,000 fine to the Town of Pelham 
J. Afollowing the injury of a young worker 
last summer is a safety reminder to anyone 

A young person working as a summer 
replacement for town staff had her hand 
crushed. 

One worker lifted a lid of a catch basin with 
a pickaxe so another worker could apply tape 
to the basin. While the second worker’s hand 
was in the basin, the lid slipped fram the 
pickaxe and crushed that walker's hand, said 
the Ontario Court of Justice in a news release. 

Hie two summer workers did not have 
a direct supervisor on site, which led to the 
fine. Since the accident last August, the town 
has overhauled its safety procedures.

V ou will recall that in early 
J. May, Dr. Kevin Smith, 
the Provincially-appointed 
Supervisor of the Niagara 
Health System (NHS), presented 
an Interim Report regarding 
restructuring of the NHS. 

Several of Dr. Smith’s 23 
recommendations dealt 
with facilities. Dr. Smith 
recommended that in addition 
to the new St. Catharines facility 
currently under construction, 
the NHS should construct a new 
general acute care hospital as 
well as a free standing Urgent 
Care Centre in “South Niagara” 
and close the existing facilities in 
Port Colborne, Fort Erie, Niagara 
Falls, Welland, and Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

Dr. Smith estimated that this 
preferred option would cost $879 
million in capital, but would 
"save” $9.5 million in annual 
operating expenses (on annual 
budget of $410 million).

His report also identified that 
a revitalized status quo - three 
acute care and ER sites (GNGH, 
St. Catharines, Welland), three 
complex care sites (NOTL, Fort 
Erie, Port Colborne) and two 
urgent care centres (Fort and 
Port) - would cost $883 million 
in capital upgrades and “save” 
only $2 million in more efficient 
operations. 

The hybrid option - two 
acute care / ER sites (GNGH, St. 
Catharines), one ambulatory and 
urgent care centre (Welland) and 
two complex care sites (Fort and 
Port) - would cost $1,165 million 
in upgrades and "save” $2.8 
million in operations. 

Dr. Smith stated that the 
consolidation in his preferred 


option leads to a “critical mass 
of clinical activity’; simplifies 
physician and staff coverage, 
and better attracts health-care 
“learners” 

Finally, he recommended that 
the “Mayors of the 'Southern 
Tier’ with input from the 
Regional Chair” recommend to 
him the locations for the new 
hospital and the stand-alone 
urgent care centre in the “South”. 
He suggested that “population 
density and access” be the 
primary considerations in our 
recommendation. (Please see

be heard. Especially when it 
appears people aren't listening. 
This is often true with some 
government agencies. 

A case in point is the issue 
of the floodplain of the Central 
Welland River. If you don’t live 
in the floodplain you may not 
know much about this. But if 
you do, you know a lot - and 
you won’t be happy. And if the 
Niagara Peninsula Conservation 
Authority, or "NPCA” has its way, 
you’ll be joined by a lot more 
area residents. 

As a home owner myself whose 
property was affected by the 
proposed expanded floodplain, 
let me share with you what this 
is all about: A floodplain is flat 
land beside a river, which can 
experience flooding during 
heavy rains, for example. 

In 2009, the NPCA contracted 
a company to re-map the 
floodplain around the Central 
Welland River. The result 
was a plan to expand its size 
significantly, meaning more 
area residents would be subject 
to the restrictions forced on 



people when 
they live inside 
a floodplain. 

For starters, 
you would need 
a permit from 
the NPCA - in 
addition to 
a municipal 
building permit 
- to construct 
a new building 
or change or replace an existing 
one. Or install a swimming pool, 
or a dock, or even a retaining 
wall or pond. There would be 
new rules for placing, removing 
or grading fill of any kind, 
from any source, including the 
disposal of unwanted material.

organization, the NPCA could 
demand anything from soil 
testing to hydrology graphs, 
and so on, before granting that 

I’ve received many emails, 
phone calls and other 
correspondence objecting to this 
stripping away of property rights 
with no notice. 

Many of my constituents 
rightly feel that the NPCA 
“blindsided” them with the 


initial decision on this matter, 
and are angry that there was 
no consultation and that the 
NPCA failed to look at other 
alternatives. There is also 
concern that the NPCA has not 
properly demonstrated the need 
for the revised floodplain maps. 

So recently, I met with Gerry 
Prentice, the chair of the Welland 
River Floodplain Association, a 
non- profit organization formed 
to raise awareness about the 
potential changes to floodplain 
maps along the Welland River. 

I congratulated Gerry and his 
team for their hard work. I then 
wrote directly to the Chair of 
the NPCA. A member of my 
constituency office staff was 
also dispatched to a community 
meeting in Wellandport attended 
by over 200 concerned residents. 

Following a widespread public 
outcry to this decision, the 
board of the NPCA did agree 
to temporarily suspend the 
implementation of the new flood 
plain lines. Despite that, many 
people remain worried. And I 
understand why. That is why I 
wrote to the chair of the NPCA. 

I believe that these types of 
decisions need to be made on 


the principles of good science, 
transparency and public input 
and notice. I also strongly believe 
that the NPCA must demonstrate 
a need for the changes they are 
proposing and show respect 
for the property rights of these 
owners. 

The NPCA has announced 
plans to hold public meetings 
in June to discuss the expanded 
boundaries. I would encourage 
you to attend to learn more. 

You can also express your 
support for Gerry and his 
colleagues at the Association, 
at wellandriverfloodplain@ 
gmail.com. Meanwhile, I know 
many of you agree with me that 
there is a role for environmental 
protection and conservation. 

But I’ve heard from my 
constituents that some people 
have got to get past the attitude 
that our communities are theme 
parks where no one lives - or 
needs to earn a living - and that 
they work for us, not the other 
way around.

Mayors looking at serviced hospital sites

PELHAM — A committee 
of south Niagara mayors will 
avoid mistakes made in the 
selection of a north Niagara 
hospital site, Dave Augustyn 

In a verbal report to town 
council Tuesday night, 
Pelham’s mayor said as part 
of the task to suggest a loca¬ 


tion for a south Niagara 
hospital, mayors are looking 
for a site that has sewer and 
water services and good road 

“At the region, we're look¬ 
ing at spending $15 million 
for a new interchange at 
Fourth Ave. and Hwy. 406 
after we put in pipes for 
sewer and water,” Augustyn 
said of services for the new 
St. Catharines hospital. 


Provincially appointed 
supervisor Kevin Smith, 
in his recent interim report 
on Niagara Health System, 
asked south Niagara mayors 
to suggest a site for a poten¬ 
tial full-service southern-tier 
hospital. 

Pelham, Welland, 
Wainfleet, PortColborne, Fort 
Erie and Niagara Falls mayors 
with Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs had met twice by 


Tuesday and were to meet 
again Thursday. They have a 
mid-June deadline to return a 
suggestion to Smith. 

Augustyn, in his regu¬ 
lar newspaper column, had 
asked for public comments. 
By Wednesday, he had 
received about a dozen. 

The mayor Tuesday said 
Smith is also asking for com¬ 
ments on his report. They can 
be made through the NHS

Pelham fined $60,000 for worker injury

PELHAM — The Town 
of Pelham has been fined 
$60,000 for violation of the 
Occupational Health and 
Safety Act after a young 
worker was injured last 
August. 

The fine was imposed by 
justice of the peace Lena 
Mills of the Ontario Court of 
Justice in St. Catharines on 
May 18. 

On Aug. 25, 2011, summer 


students working for the 
town were repairing the 
lids of catch basins, which 
are the parts of storm drains 
used to collect debris. 

One worker lifted the lid 
of a catch basin with a pick¬ 
axe so another worker could 
apply tape to the basin. 

While the second worker’s 
hand was in the basin, the 
lid slipped from the pickaxe 
and crushed that worker’s 
hand, said the Ontario Court 
of Justice in a news release.

investigation found that the 
workers did not have a direct 
supervisor and they had not 


been shown how to do the 
job. Instead, they received 
instructions from a manager 
and were sent to repair the 
catch basins alone. 

The town was fined 
$60,000 for failing to provide 
adequate information and 
instruction to the workers on 
how to safely repair the catch 
basins. 

The court also imposed a 
25% victim fine surcharge, 
as required by the Provincial 
Offences Act. The surcharge 
is credited to a special pro¬ 


vincial government fund to 
assist victims of crime. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said Wednesday the town 
changed its procedures 
immediately after the inci¬ 
dent to ensure new workers 
are paired with experienced 

“We took it very seriously 
and instituted a full training 
program for summer work¬ 
ers and other new employ- 

“We’ve taken action that 
goes above and beyond what 


was required to make sure it 
doesn’t happen again.” 

The incident also led to 
a review of working proce¬ 
dures and policies for all 
employees. Over the past 
few months town council has 
passed a series of changes in 
policies and procedures. 

Augustyn said it was a sad 
experience to have a young 
summer employee injured 
working for the town. 

“We rely on them so much 
to fill in during holidays,” he

The updated document, which 
included a policy and administra¬ 
tive guidelines, was discussed at the 
board’s policy meeting Tuesday. It’s 
now a mix of black, blue and red text 
meant to delineate from the numerous 
changes that have been added, and 
language subtracted, since the topic 
was broached in February. The board 
has renamed the policy, no longer call¬ 
ing it a school uniform policy, but a 
standardized elementary and second¬ 
ary dress code. 

Education director John Crocco said 
the name change was made because 
it more accurately reflects the choice 
it gives parents who can buy less pre¬ 
scriptive clothing items if the policy 
is adopted by trustees. Because of the 
substantial changes, a decision has 
been postponed from June and moved 
to October. 



"The changes that were made were 
as a result of a very extensive consulta¬ 
tion process with over 20 groups, not 
including how we publicly vet policies 
on our board website," he said. “We 
had close to 1,300 people respond¬ 
ing to the vetting process. We listened 
to all of the feedback and all of the 
considerations.”

WELLAND - The War of 
1812's last battle this side of the 
border took place right here in 
Cooks Mills. 

To celebrate the war’s bicen¬ 
tenary, Welland Historical 
Museum has put together the 
War of 1812 Battle of Cook's 


Mills Lives Remembered 
exhibit that opens to the public 
Saturday, lune 2. 

Curator Penny Momingstar 
said the exhibit gives patrons 
a chance to find out about the 
batde, but also what life was 
like for families in Cooks Mills 
during the 1800s. 

“We wanted people who 
know a bit about the battle and 


the period,” she said. 

The Battle of Cook’s Mills, 
also known as the Skirmish 
at Lyons Creek, took place on 
Oct. 20,1814. Relatives of those 
families affected by the war 
remained in Cooks Mills and 
have donated many artifacts 
to the exhibit, such as land 
deeds, family bibles and war 
paraphernalia. 


The exhibit features the 
interior of a house from the 
time period, a barn that was 
built by Welland Centennial 
Secondary School woodwork¬ 
ing students full of tools from 
the 1800s, and a map of Cooks 
Mills and Crowland that plots 
family locales. 

“It’s pretty cool because we 
see very familiar names, like 


Matthews, and a lot of those 
families still live in the area,” 
Momingstar said. 

The exhibit also features the 
work of Niagara Hand Weavers 
and Spinners, which made 
replicas of quilts, bonnets and 
other textiles from the 1800s. 

There are also many artifacts 
from the war, such as uniforms, 
buttons and helmet plates.

Bodogh tames Lookout Point

The Briggsy’s Sportswear 
and Promotions Niagara Men’s 
Golf Tour came calling to 
Lookout Point Sunday after¬ 
noon, and it was the golf course 
that emerged victorious. 

In most Niagara tour events, 
shooting 80 or above rel¬ 
egates a golfer to the also-ran 
category. But not Sunday at 
Lookout Point, where half the 
top 10 scorers were north of 80. 

“It’s a tough golf course for 
people who don’t know it," 
tournament winner Bernie 
Bodogh said. “It’s moreso the 
greens, but you have to hit the 
fairways and greens and go 
from there.” 

The 50-year-old St. 
Catharines Golf and Country 
Club member did just that, 
carding an even-par 38-34- 
72 to record a five-shot tri¬ 
umph over Hunters Pointe’s 
Dave Toulouse (40-37-77), 
Queenston’s Jon Odegaard 


(36-41-77) and Fox Run’s Jim 
Briggs (37-40-77). 

“The guys had a lot of prob¬ 
lems out there because they 
hadn’t seen the golf course,” 
Bodogh said. 

Like many golfers before 
them, the tour members were 
befuddled by greens that make 
downhill putts sometimes look 
uphill and left breaks look like 
right breaks and vice-versa. 

Not so Bodogh, who has 
played the course at least once 
a year for the past 35 years and 
is a former junior member at 
the club. He is also a former 
winner of Lookout Point’s 
prestigious Brook Invitational. 

Bodogh’s fine round Sunday 
was a combination of good 
breaks, good bounces and a hot 
putter that helped him record 
seven one-putts on the back 
nine. His putter allowed him to 
rebound from a triple bogey he 
carded on the second hole. 

“Normally, I would be upset, 
but I didn’t let it bother me,” 
he said. 


Bodogh’s Lookout round 
came one day after notching 
11 one-putts and seven bird¬ 
ies to shoot 69 on his home 
course. His putting has been 
on fire since receiving a put¬ 
ting tip from old friend John 
Pate at a recent qualifier for the 
Ontario mid-amateur champi¬ 
onship. The tip involved focus¬ 
ing on the front quarter of the 
ball instead of the back of the 
ball. 

Bodogh’s win was his sev¬ 
enth career triumph on the 
tour and his first since winning 
at Port Colbome in 2012. 

Rounding out the top 10 
Sunday were public player 
Dan Tully (41-40-81); Hunters 
Pointe’s Derek Divok (44-37- 
81); Riverview’s Tony Ravenda 
(39-43-82); Riverview’s Ken 
Childs (45-38-83); Lookout 
Point's Gord Henderson (44- 
39-83); and Riverview’s Andy 
Ragats (43-40-83). 

Next stop on the tour is June 
16 at Thundering Waters in 
Niagara Falls.
